AAA offered the nation’s cotton 
growers a tour-year adjustment 
contract Monday night, aimed at 
crop reduction and at bettering 
the lot of share-croppers and some 
tenant farmers through increased 
payments to them, 

Pointed toward a 11,000,000 to 
12,000,000 bale production in 1936, 
the 1956-39 contracts call for a 5 
to 10 per cent greater crop reduc- 
tion than in 1935, with a 1,000,000- 
ucre reduction in base acreage. 

A few hours earlier, the Farm 
Administration had made public 
details of a two-year adjustment 
program for corn-hog producers 
intended Lo increase next year's 
hog production by 30 per cent, 

Both long-range control apgree- 
ments were projected in the face 
of the impending Supreme Court 
decision on AAA's constitutional 
ty. Four-yeur contracts also have 
been prepared for wheat, tobacco 
und rye producers, 

High administration quarters 
have indicated some way would be 
sought to continue production con- 
trol in these major crops even 
should the high tribunal hold pro- 
cessnig taxes invalid, Benefit pay- 
ments to farmers are financed 
through these taxes. 

The major changes in the new 
cotton contracts: 

1. They cover four years in- 
stead of one, 

2. National base acreage is re- 
duced from 45,500,000 to 44,500,000 
acres. 

3. The reduced production for 
1936 must be 80 to 45 per cent of 
the base, compared with 25 to 35 
per cent in 1935, and 35 to 45 per 
cent in 1934, 

4. Benefits equal to 5 cents a 
pound, or $8.60 an acre, will be 
paid in one check for the reduc- 
tions. Three payments formerly 
were made on two bases, totaling 
4 3-4 cents a pound, 

5. Share-croppers will receive 
25 per cent of the payments in- 
stead of the 15 per cent they now 
get; non-managing share tenants 
50 per cent of 22% per cent, and 
managing share-tenants 50 per 
instead of 57% per cent. 

The AAA explained that share- 
croppers are those who furnish 
labor only and share a half-inter- 
est in the crop with landlords; 
non-managing tenants are those 
who supervise production as well 
as provide stock and equipment. 

In addition, their share of ad- 
justment checks will be paid di- 
rectly to tenants ‘in normal cases,’ 
the AAA explaining this provision 
“may operate for the protection of 
both landlord and tenant.” 

The AAA’s announcement said 
that despite a reduction of 8,500,- 
000 bales through the “plowup” 
campaign and current reduction 
programs, the world carryover of 
American cotton last August 1 
was around 9,000,000 bales—3,00,- 
000 bales larger than the average 
annual carryover in the 10-year 
period ending in 1932-33, but 4,- 
000,000 bales less than the record 
13,000,000-bale carryover in 1932. 

“We have taken into account 
the unique position which cotton 
holds in our national life,”’ said 
Administrator Chester A. Davis, 
in announcing the contracts. ‘Our 
primary concern is the welfare of 
the producer. We believe that while 
benefiting him primarily, the pro- 
gram will also be of great benefit 
to the South and the country as 
a whole,” 

“We feel also that we have in 
the last three years passed well 
beyond the emergency which ne- 
cessitated the plowup campaign in 
1933. Our policy consequently 
aims at the adjustment of the 
supply of cotton through, as the 
agricultural adjustment act ex- 
presses it, a ‘gradual correction of 
the present inequalities’.”” 

The 1935 cotton program was 
designed for a corp of 11,500,000 
bales. The last official crop esti- 
mate placed production at 11,141,- 
060 bales. A considerably larger

fit payments was $125,000,000, In 
1954, 14,550,000 acres were taken 
out of production at a cost of 
$111,800,000, and in 1988, $112,- 
550,000 was spent to take 10,000,- 
00U acres out of production, 
Officials declined to estimate 
either the number of acres which 
might be retired next year, or the 
probable cost of the program,

AMENDMENTS TO BE DECIDED 
8 DAYS BEFORE CHRISTMAS 


Alabama's electorate will go to 
the polls on December 17 to vote 
on six proposed amendments to 
the constitution, only one of which 
affects the state as a whole and 
that one only in a limited way. 

Political observers look for one 
of the lightest statewide yotes in 
history, because of the small num- 
ber of people concerned over the 
amendments and because the elec- 
tion falls only eight days away 
from Christmas, 

Governor Graves has begun the 
advertising of the six proposed 
amendments, and they will appear 
on the December 17 ballot as fol- 
lows: 

Proposed Amendment No, 1: To 
permit Mobile County to issue 
bonds not exceeding $1,600,000 to 
finance the county's floating debt 
as of September 30, 1936. 

Proposed Amendment No, 2: To 
exempt building and loan associa- 
tions from paying a franchise tax 
on their withdrawable or repurch- 
asable shares of stock. 

Proposed Amendment No, 3: 
That the municipality of Attalla, 
Ala., through its governing body, 
may levy and collect from and 
after the date of this amendment 
the present rate of one per cent 
ad valorem tax per annum, and 
said amount to be deyoted to the 
‘payment of outstanding bonds, 
provide for schools and such other 
| purposes as may be designated 
| by the governing body of said mu- 
| nicipality, but before any addition- 
‘al tax now authorized by law can 
| be levied, it must be voted by a 
| majority of the qualified electors. 
| Proposed Amendment No. 4: To 
| give the Legislature the right to 
| fix, regulate and alter the fees, 
| commissions, allowances, and sal- 
aries, including the method or ba- 
sis of their compensation, of tax 
assessors, probate judges, circuit 
clerks, sheriffs, and registers of 
| chancery courts in Tuscaloosa and 
| Calhoun Counties, including the 
right to place any of these officers 
lon a salary basis. 

Proposed Amendment No. 5: To 
| permit Lawrence County to issue 
bonds not exceeding $130,000 for 
the erection of a new courthouse, 
and extend its debt limit to cover 
the bond issue, 

Proposed Amendment No. 6; To 
permit the levy, by a majority vote 
of qualified electors, of a three- 
}mill school tax in the Hendon, 
| Oakville, Cave Springs, Center, 
Piney Grove, Shiloh, and Speake 
school districts of Lawrence for 
the purpose of acquiring, con- 
structing or repairing of school 
buildings in these districts. 

Copies of the proposed amend- 
ments are being prepared and will 
be mailed by Secretary of State 
Howell Turner to the probate 
judges, who in turn will have the 
official ballots for the election 
printed.

cocoanuts which could be had fo: 
the trouble of picking them up. 
This year, Miamians will have to 
do without the luseius avocados, 
fruavas, mangos, sapodillos, etc 
so popular down there. The trees 
in South Florida have shallow 
roots which spread out near the 
surface of the ground and when 
a storm comes, the trees keel over 
with about half of the roots cling- 
ing to Mother Barth, After the 
storm, the trees are lifted back 
into upright position, propped, and 
soon continue their growing ag 
though nothing had happened. 


The Miami section, particularly 
Miami Beach, is enjoying a tre 
mendous building boom. In fact, 
there has been more building done 
at Miami Beach this year than 
there was during the peak year 
of 1925. Up to November 1, this 
year, there had been $9,976,000 of 
new construction, while in 1925 
there was $9,763,000 for the whole 
year, As building costs were al- 
most double in 1925 over present 
prices, there has been double the 
amount of actual building this 
year, When I moved to Elba from 
Miami, in 1928, there were thous- 
ands of vacant houses, apartments, 
hotels, etec., and I never expected 
to see them again occupied. But 
lo, and behold! All of them have 
been filled up and thousands of 
new buildings have been construct- 
ed to accommodate the throngs of 
people who yearly flock to Ameri- 
ca's greatest winter playground. 
Although the real influx of winter 
visitors has not yet arrived, hous- 
es and apartments are scarce and 
rents are exorbitantly high, Gro- 
ceries and other necessities are 
quite reasonable in price, except 
milk and eggs, which are selling 
for 17c a quart and 60c a dozen, 
respectively. Common labor re- 
ceives 40c per hour, carpenters, 
plasterers, masons, etc., receive a 
dollar an hour and up. Buildings 
are being rushed to completion 
and there is a blg demand for la- 
bor. However, the rush will soon 
be over, and I would not advise 
anyone to go down there with the 
expectation of getting steady em- 
ployment. Miami is preparing to 
stage the greatest air tournament 
in history. More than a thousand 
planes of every description have 
been entered in the tournament, 
which is scheduled for December 
12-14,

BEERAMI —I believe Miami 
could be appropriately called 
“Beerami."’ In all my ramblings 
in such cities as St. Louis, Chica- 
go, Kansas City, Los Angeles, El 
Paso, etc., I have never seen any- 
thing to compare with Miami in 
the matter of number of places 
where beer is being dispensed to 
a thirsty public. I counted 16 
places in one block where the 
frothy beverage was being served. 
A dozen places to the block is 
nothing unusual, Grocery stores, 
drug stores, restaurants, hotels, 
lunch stands, barbecue stands, reg- 
ular saloons, and every conceiv- 
able business establishment is 
handling it and all seem to be 
doing a thriving business, A sad 
feature of the beer business, in 
my opinion, is that hundreds of 
innocent, respectable girls are do- 
ing the dispensing, and it has be- 
come so universally prevalent that 
the business of selling and drink- 
ing beer has come to be consider- 
ed almost respectable.

A large majority of 
the familles in the Project Area 
are existing at standards below 
the poverty line; housing and 
health standards are very low. 
Consequently, the farmers in the 
area who have a desire to locate 
on more productvie soil, find it 
impossible to secure the financial 
means with which to do so. 

The families in this area will be 
moved onto productive soil, A 
system of erosion control, and the 
establishment of forests on the 
eroded, cut-oyer and worn out 
areas will help to restore the pro- 
ductivity of the soil, and at the 
same time convert the land to the 
use for which it is best suited. 

Upland game preserves will pro- 
vide, not only a source of cash in- 
come, but will also provide much 
food for families near the project 
area.

AUBURN, Ala.—One of the best 
fertilizers for farmers to use un- 
der cotton, corn, and other crops 
is stable manure, much of which 
can be saved on Alabama farms 
during the winter months if farm- 
ers devote a little time to its pro- 
duction. 

By supplying animals with bed- 
ding of leaves, pine needles, or! 
straw and by keeping halls of} 
barns, sheds and barnlot well cov- 
ered with litter, straw, or leaves, 
much valuable manure can be pro- 
duced and saved, reports J. C. 
Lowery, extension agronomist. 

“Tf the barnlot is too large to 
cover with bedding, build a pen of 
rails or logs and cover the bottom 
with 12 to 15 inches of litter,’”’ he 
says. “Rake up the droppings from 
the lot and throw them into the 
pen until almost one foot deep. 
Then add another layer of litte. 
Build up with alternate layers un-| 
til about six feet high,”

CHICAGO, Dee, 9. 
Roosevelt and the American Farm 
Bureau Wederation shook hands 
today on the new deal's agricul 
tural program, 

His recital of triumphs elaimed 
for measures to restore rural pur- 
chasing power frequently inter- 
rupted by cheers from the estimat- 
ed 19,000 persons attracted to the

delivered what many observers re- 
gurded as his opening bid for farm 
ballota. 

Then from Chicago, accompanied 
by Postmasteer General James A. 
Parley, he proceeded to South 
tend, Ind., where he 
America’s traditional religious lib- 
erty as a guide for all nations and 
was honored with a degree of doc- 
tor of laws by Notre Dume Uni- 
versity, 

In his Chicago speech, the Pres- 
ident admitted “some mistakes’ in 
the yweneral recovery program but 
declared that economic vitality was 
returning. 

He assailed his critics as ‘calam- 
ity howlers’ and characterized 
speculation as a curse of ‘‘Ameri- 
tan life.” 

Asserted his agricultural under- 
takings had wrought an increase 
of three billion dollars in farm in- 
come in the past two and a half 
years: 

Claimed a general increase in 
trade with Canada springing from 
the reciprocity treaty would re- 
bound to the benefit of farm pro- 
ducers; 

And asserted city dwellers had 
shared in ‘net benefits’ of a re- 
viving agriculture. 

Two cabinet members sat on the 
flood-lighted rostrum as the Presi- 
dent delivered his farm speech. 
They were Postmaster General 
Farley and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Henry Wallace, who is to ad- 
dress the farm gathering tomor- 
row. 

And as the President spoke, an- 
other act of the political drama 
involving the AAA got under way 
in Washington, Three Government 
counsel argued orally for it be- 
fore the Supreme Court, which 
may decide its fate in the crucial 
Hoosac Mills case. 

The President, however, offered 
no substitutes for the AAA, in 
event of an adverse ruling on its 
constitutionality, in his address. 

He answered some criticism that 
it was an intrusion of Federal au- 
thority into a domain reserved for 
the State, by declaring: 

“Forty-eight separate sovereign 
states, acting each one as a sepa- 
rate unit, never were able and nev- 
er will be able to legislate or ad- 
minister individual laws adequate- 
ly to balance the agricultural life 
of a nation so greatly dependent 
on nationally grown crops of many 
kinds,”

Asserting the “economie life of 
the United States is a seamless 
web,” Mr. Roosevelt said: “Farm 
prosperity cannot exist without 
city prosperity.” 

The thing “we all are seeking,” 
he said, ‘is justice.” 

In a brief address following the 
President's, O'Neal presented him 
with the federation’s high annual 
award for distinguished and meri- 
torius service to agriculture and 
told the farmer delegates: 

“The agricultural policy estab- 
lished by your federation is now 
the dominating policy of the na- 
tion, It demands continuation of 
all mechanisms which will guar- 
antee economic equality and so- 
cial justice,” 

He promised the chief magis- 
trate the federation’s continued 
aid for New Deal farm policies. 

After his address, broadcast na- 
tionally on three networks, the 
President was the guest at lunch- 
fon of Mayor Edward J. Kelly 
and then sped on in his special 
train to South Bend. 

There he depicted America’s re- 
ligious liberty as a guide for all 
nations in an address in Notre 
Dame University’s gymnasium. 
Representatives of the Catholic 
hierarchy, officers and students of 
the school, federal, state and city 
officials heard the chief executive 
declare: 

“Religion can be directed only 
by reason and conviction, not by 
force and violence, and therefore 


all men are equally entitled to free} gopoo) 


exercise of religion according to 


j the dictates of his conscience. 


“In the conflict of policies of 
political systems which the world 
today witnesses, the United States 
has held forth for its own guid- 
ance and for the guidance of oth- 
er nations, if they will accept it, 
this great torch of liberty of hu- 
man thought, liberty of human 
conscience. 

“We will never lower it. Rath- 
er, we will seek to increase that 
light.” 

The honorary degree was then 
conferred on Mr. Roosevelt.

HOMESTEADS PROJECT HERE 
HAS BECOME FEDERAL UNIT 


The Rural Homesteads project 
established at. Elba several months 
ago, and which has been operated 
as a State project under direction 
of the Alabama Relief Administra- 


tion, has been Federalized and 
Since December 1st has officially 
been a unit of the Resettlement 
Administration and will continue 


as a Federal project, 

Mr. J. Gray Hanlin, who has 
been Project Mngineer for several 
months in charge of operations In 
the county, has been transferred 
to Montgomery and promoted to 
Regional Project Engineer of four 
States, Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
and South Carolina, Mr, Hanlin 
left Sunday afternoon for Mont- 
fromery to assume his new duties 
Monday morning. Mr, D. T, Blake 
has been named Project Mngineer 
and is now in charge of county 
operations, succeeding Mr, Hanlin, 
No other changes are contemplat- 
ed in the personnel of the local 
organization, 

A report of the operations show 
that there were 20 units complet- 
ed in October and 19 in November, 
which brings the total up to 77 
units on the first day of December. 
This means that in the county on 
December ist there were 77 com- 
plete units, consisting of dwellings 
and all outbuildings. 

The program as outlined calls] 
for a total of 261 complete units 
in the county, and with normal 
operations these units are expect- 
ed to be finished by July 1, 1936. 
Substantial additions to the pres- 
ent working organization will be! 
made by the first of the new year. | 

The Administration expects to} 
develop for resettlement approxi- 
mately 23,000 acres of the 60,000 
purchased from the Federal Land 
Bank of New Orleans early this 
year. This land was purchased 
from the Land Bank by the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration thru 
@ special arrangement made by 
Governor Graves with Federal of- 
ficials, and is to be used for re- 
habilitating young farmers and 
their families. That portion of 
the land not fit for homesteading | 
and cultivation will be used in 
other reclamation projects, accord- 
ing to the original plans for the 
project. |

tion, has accepted a position in 
the Rural Homesteads office as 
time keeper. Miss Hra Lunsford, 
also with the ‘Relief Administra- 
tion for some time, has been em- 
ployed as stenographer.

SPECIAL NOTICE 
TO THE TAXPAYERS OF 
COFFEE COUNTY 


Dear Friends: 

During the Miller administra- 
tion a law was passed extending 
the time for Tax Collectors’ annual 
settlement with the State from 
July 1st to December ist, and on 
account of that special law tax- 
payers of Coffee County have been 
allowed to let their taxes run till 
late summer. However, this spe- 
cial act was only a temporary 
measure and 1934 was the last 
tax year to which it applied. 

I wish to advise all taxpayers 
of the county that the 1935 taxes, 
which became due on October Ist, 
1935, must be paid before May 1st, 
1936, in order that 1 may be able 
to make my final settlement on 
the 1st day of July, 1936. 

The law provides that after Jan- 


ceed to levy on personal property 
for payment of taxes and that a 
decree for sale of real estate may 
be secured on or before May 1, 
1936. 

I am giving this notice about 
change of time of payment and am 
asking the cooperation of every 
taxpayer in the county. Make ar- 
rangements to pay your taxes be- 
fore May ist, in order that I may 
not be forced to sell your proper- 
ty. Under the Revenue Code pass- 
ed by the last Legislature no ex- 
tension of time has been granted, 
and the Tax Collectors must make 
their final settlement on July 1st 
or suffer a heavy penalty.

Assistance to the 
to the farm debtor in general is 
the purpose of this work, Mr, Me- 
Kinnon said, and these are effect- 
ed through cooperation of the Re- 
settlement Administration and 
Hugh D, Sexton, county agent. 
Prevention of unnecessary foreclo- 
sures is brought about by volun- 


ereditor and 


j tary agreements between creditors 


and debtors, who are brought to- 
gether by the county committees 
to prevent expensive litigation, 
“A farmer-debtor is insolvent 
when he is confronted with the 
hopeless task of attempting to car- 
ry a debt that is beyond his ca- 
pacity to pay,” C. I, Cowden, re- 
gional chief in charge of farm 


debt adjustment, said in a recent 
address, “Tnsolvency can be dealt 
with effectively in only one of 
three ways: bankruptcy, foreclo- 
sure, or voluntary adjustment.” 


Court action, Mr, McKinnon said, 
has often resulted in dispossession 
of the farmer as owner or eviction 
as tenant. Often the creditor has 
found that he has dispossessed 4 
worthy farmer without helping 
himself. 

“The county committee has not 
been set up to help deadbeats or 


to encourage farmers to dodge 
honest debts,” Mr. McKinnon 
pointed out. “Throughout Ala- 


bama they are made up of local 
men who know conditions on both 
sides of the fence. Their aim 1s 
to help honest, efficient farmers 
to adjust their debts so they may. 
continue as a help to their com- 
munities and to help creditors to 
clear their books of frozen ac- 
counts and put more money into 
local business channels.” 

Coffee County farmers who are 
burdened by debts they cannot 
handle or the creditors may apply 
for the services of this committee 
to any member of the county com- 
mittee or to either the Enterprise 
or Elba County Agent's office.
